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REPORT. OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The annual school meeting was held March 7, 1896. J. H. 
Goodrich was elected treasurer for one year. Dana Whitte- 
more was elected a member of the school board for three years. 
Mr. Whittemore was not present and declined to serve. After 
some delay, Rev. O. E. Hardy was appointed by the board to 
serve one year. Board organized March 31, O. E. Hardy, 
chairman; J. H. Goodrich, treasurer; A. F. Cram, secretary.

If it were not for high ideals, we would not make a very cred- 
itable record in life, yet the fact remains that we scarcely ever 
realize them in their fullness. But though we cannot attain so 
much we should not be discouraged if we can see evidences of 
progress toward the ideal. 


This seems to be the situation of the schools of Lyndeboro, 
put in a nutshell. 


The work of the schools is fdr from satisfactory, but as 
much has been accomplished the past year as could be expected, 
considering the situation. They seem to be in a somewhat 
transition period and not a little chaotic. It has been the en- 
deavor of the board to systematize and put inorder the material 
at hand. Such work is a matter of time and patience and fore- 
sight. The results of the past year do not satisfy us, but en- 
courage us to hope for better work the coming year. 


The Board was compelled to go to Massachusetts for two 
teachers, Miss Swift and Miss Harrington. Though our schools 
are in some respects, unlike those of their state, they soon took 
in the situation and did faithful work, Miss Harrington es- 
pecially meeting with marked success. Miss Curtis came from 
Wilton, this state, and proved herself a conscientious and re- 
sourceful teacher. Her efforts were exceptionally praiseworthy. 
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The resident teachers, with the exception of Miss Martin, 
have been well tried in the past and need no introduction to 
the public. Miss Hadley, who taught the summer term in No. 
2, to the regret of her old pupils, decided to give up teaching 
in the town for awhile, and Miss Martin took her place. “She 
worked hard, as her examination showed. Mrs. Swinington 
taught with her former success and fully mtt the expectation 
that her experience commanded, though the work of the fall 
term was somewhat retarded by her illness. Mrs. Curtis, who 
supplied for Mrs. Swinington three weeks, taught the summer 
term in No. 7. Her work in the school room is always com- 
mendable. Mr. Putnam gave good satisfaction as instructor of 
the winter term in No. 3. His faithfulness was apparent in 
the examinations of the last day. 


Believing it to be the most advantageous to all concerned, 
the children in Dist. No. 7 were carried to No. 1 during the 
fall term, thus securing for them more school. Just how far 
the principle of consolidation should be carried, is a problem to 
be solved. Each district justly dislikes to give up the school. 
But this much is self-evident, that when a district cannot make 
a school of a sufficient number of pupils to make it profitable, 
then it is best to give it up for the time being and the children 
carried to another school. 


Perhaps it is our duty to call the attention of the parents of 
the town to one difficulty to excellent school work that appears 
quite general, viz., the lack of supplementing study in the 
school room by more or less of study at home. All pupils should 
use a portion of every evening in preparing for the next day’s 
work. [f parents would look after this one point, without doubt 
much better results will be obtained by our teachers. The co- 
operation with the teacher is only secondary in importance to 
that of teacher and pupil. 


During the term children, particularly, keep good hours. Reg- 
ular habits of sleep and rest should be culivated. It has been 
a matter of complaint by the teachers that some pupils utterly 
unfitted themselves for good work in the school room by a disre- 
gard of this habit. The school is one of the chief factors in a 
child’s life, involving a training-of both the mind and morals, 
and too much cannot be done on the part of both teacher and 
pupil looking toward a wise, conscientious and thorough devel- 
opment, and the habits one acquires in his school days have as 
great bearing for weal or woe as the instruction he receives 
along the line of his books.
